dred houses were damaged, gardens and 
orchards were destroyed. At Mazatlan 
many residences were damaged. Con- 
siderable damage was done at Maya 
Colorama. The customs house at Topo- 
lovampo was partly destroyed and the 
adjoining buildings were beached. Sev- 
eral residences of the American colony 
were destroyed. 


Agi&bampo was almost entirely de- 


stroyed. The whole country around 
rivers Aquia, Mayo aud Fuerte were 
overflowed and immense damage done. 


The sugar refineries at Agnila and 


Florida t*ere totally destroyed. The 
cane fields were all washed away. There 
is no news from the town* of Fnerte 
and Altata. It was supposed that great 
damage was done. Additional particu- 
lars are expected by the steamer Ma- 
•atlan, which is now ilue.

The stifling atmosphere of the crowded 
courtroom came to Durrani's rescue, 
and he was enabled to recover from his 
confusion during the short recess thai 
followed. When he again came to the 
stauu lie remained, calm during ths 
most trying ordeals. The prosecution 
wn» nevertheless well satisfied with the 
day's work. 


Two days before the body of the 


young woman was discovered, Durrant 
said, as he was standing"at the corner 
of Market and Montgomery streets, a 
stranger approached him and asked if 
his name was not Durrant.

FREE RAW MATERIALS. 


Republican* Wonld K*»tore tb* Tmx 


Bides, Hemp mxitl Fliuu 


During the seven months ended July 


31 the fail imports of flax, hemp aud 
other textile grasses have increased to 
$7,719,691 from |5,41(i,8lO in the cor- 
responding months of JS94. Tho figures 
Ipdicate a considerable increase in the 
manufactures of which these rrrtu-ses are 
the raw materials. In threatening to re- 
storo the duties ou wool the Republic- 
ans indirectly threaten the same policy 
toward all other raw materials of pro- 
duction. 


The manufacturers of tertile fabrics 


from hemp nud flax, of leather, of fur- 
fiituie aail of many other industrial 
products of which the materials are free, 
are iu the same boat with the manufac- 
turers of woolens. An impartial and 
consistent policy demands that the raw 
materials of nil these manufactures 
should be free or should be equally tax 
ed. There is no more reason why a 
fluty should be imposed on the wool of 
a sheep than ou the hide of an ox. But 
if the Americau manufacturers desire 
raw materials that should be again sub- 
ject to duty they will vote for the party 
that favors this policy. The woolen 
manufacturers are as much entitled to 
free raw materials as the manufacturers 
of linens and leather.

Why do you not ask our doctors 


whether it is a nuisance or not. and 
not misconstrue tbe motive and get 
the public to think that we are try- 
Ing to do the Lima Paper Mills an 
injury. There Is not one member of 
the Board but that feels kindly to- 
ward the mills, but they ask them to 
take care of the heavy matter from 
the mills, as Mr. Faurot did, which 
will help matters very much. You 
say it is not unhealthy; neither is 
carbolic acid, hut you would not like 
to have it sitting on your table the 
year round, as these people are com- 
pelled to do. If there is a smell of 
aaytbicg that is obnoxious to the 
people, we try to make them take 
care of it whether it is unhealthy or 
not. We do not stop to find out 
whether or not there is anything un- 
healthy in it, but declare it a nui- 
sance and have it abated. Now if 
this will apply to people in the hum- 
bler walks of life, why should not the 
Lima Paper Mills comply with the 
same rule? The people who peti- 
tioned the board are not millionaires 
and able to protect themselves against 
the strawboard syndicate.

Trouble from VulBf OS! In Bollcra. 
The fart thut thensoof oil as an auti- 


iiit-Mistator iu ste.mi boilers should be 
ottsiHonally attended by bagged furnace 
frowns, if unihiug worse, i-outinnes* to 
be a source of wonderment to a good 
tuaiiy people who ouf-ht to know some- 
thing of iho possibilities of the oil treat- 
liionr. It ]::.« been pretty well demon- 
strated that a very small globule of oil, 
on becoming attached to tho iune-r side 
of a boiler fchet-r, will sometimes colltct 
a ina.->s of dirt particles contained in the 
water, the wholo mixture ultimately 
baking on and forming an excellent 
nonconductor. 


This being tiio ease, the overheating 


and bulging of tho sheet at that partic- 
ular plucu are quite in the regular or- 
der of tb'iigs. The only gpacially note- 
worthy thing about the matter is that 
a very th:;i iilm of oil and a very email 
admixture of d:rt am sufficient to do a 
great deal of harm, and that the scale 
formed by them may bo so inconspicu- 
ous as to reudily escape detection; hence 
the seeming, mystery which sometimes 
is supposed to attend the coming down 
of a cro\vu sheet.—Cassier's Magazine.

Currant yesterday pleaded ignorance. 
In renly to a question by Mr. Barnes, 
he said he did not kuow what an alibi 
was until after his trial begun. 


While testifying yesterday the pris- 


oner became badly confused at times, 
and when questioned regarding his ex- 
perience at Cooper college became so 
mixed in his dares char he had to refer 
to a cant that he carried in his pocket to 
set himself right. He became notice- 
ably conf nscd and rather testy in his re- 
pljps when examined in regard to the 
Inter view that he had with Gilbert F. 
Graham, a fellow student, at the city 
prison, when the prosecution claims 
Durrant asked Graham to furnish him 
with a copy of the notes of Dr. Cheney's 
lecture, remarking: "If I had those 
'notes I would be able to prove an alibi." 


Dnrrant in his dogged way denied 


Absolutely that he had made such a 
declaration, and tned to explain by tes- 
tifying that Graham came to him with 
proffer* of assistance, going so far as to 
inquire anxiously if Durrant had the 
notes of Dr. Cheney's lecture. Durrani 
finally admitted that he asked him to 
furnish tho notes, but lie testified that 
he made the request at the advice of his 
attorneys, who instructed him to get 
the notes from students of his class and 
compare them with his OVTJ. 


Diatiict Attoriiuy B»iue» again forced 


Durraut to admit that he had written a 
statement of his case and enclosed it in 
an envelope to his attorneys with the 
instructions to "open it if he was con- 
victed and to return it il he waa not 
convicted." Durrant was asked if he 
did not enow an envelope bearing such 
an inscription to Miss Carrie Cunning- 
ham, a local newspaper reporter. Dnr- 
rant replied emphatically that he had 
not. He also douied that he had told 
MIES Cunningham that ho heard suspi- 
cions noines in the belfry of the Emanuel 
church on the afternoon that Blanche 
Xiiimout was murdered. 


Several specimen1* of Dnrrant's hand- 


writing were introduced in evidence for 
the purpose of comparing them with the 
writing on the wrapper in which the 
rings of Blanche Lamout wore mailed 
to her aunt, Mrs. Noble. 


The district attorney closed his erow- 


exammatiou of the witness by trying to 
•how that when he waa at the ferries, 
ostensibly to search for Blanche La- 
ment, that be was m reality looking for 
Minnie Williams, who came over fj.om 
Oakland that afternoon and was found 
murdered in the church the next day. 
The defense fought vigorously against 
the admission of anything bearing on 
the caxe of Minnie Williams, and after 
a long argument Judge Murphy sus- 
tained the objections.

Foul Odor* niiil FlBTon In Hilk. 


It is well to notice that certain ab- 


normal odors and tastes in milk mav be 
produced diiectly by the food eaten by 
the cow. If a cow eats garlic or turnip, 
the flavor of the milk is directly affect 
ed. Various other foods may, in a simi- 
lar manner, affect (he taste of milk, but 
tins class of iaiuts may be readily dis 
tingui&hed from those due to bacteria 
growth. The odors and taints due to the 
direct influence of the food are at theii 
masimnm as soon as the milk is drawn, 
never increasing afterward, but the 
taints duo to bacteria growth do not 
appear at all in the fresh milk, begin 
ning to be noticeable cn'ly after the 
bacteria bare had a chance to grow. If. 
therefore, a dairyman has trouble in hie 
milk which appears immediately after 
the milking, be may look for the cause 
in something the c^w has eaten. Bnt if 
the trouble appears after a few hours, 
aud then grows rapidly worse nntil it 
reaches a maximum, he may be assured 
that the cause is some form of fermen 
tation, and that the remedy is to be 
sought not in changing the food of the 
cow, but in greater care in tbe manage- 
ment of the dairy or barn.

an inspection of the dairies and herds 
furnishing milk for cities and towut- 
may be mentioned. Onr laws have fur- 
nished us with a.milk inspection which 
protects onr pocketbookE, but we are 
learning that the adulteration of milk 
yy water is really of far less importance 
to the public in general than the con- 
atuination of the milk by improper 
ypes of micro organisms.
